FARMER JONES AND HIS 


COW 


The farmer, above all men, 
should make and keep some good 
resolutions each year, The first of 
the year is the time to make these 
resolutions and | have made mine 
with the full determination to keep 


them all, Ul give you my resolu- 
tions and I hope they will help 
you in making yours. My FIRST 
resolution is to save and use all 


of my time for a wood purpose, I 
do not expect to lose a single hour 
during the year, Of course, we 
cannot work all the time, but we 
can read, visit the sick, keep books 
on what the farm is doing, listen 
te the radio and things like that 
which will rest us from our manual 
labor and at the same time be use- 
ful to us. My SECOND resolution 
is to conserve, protect nnd save ev- 
erything on the farm that is worth 
saving. If I do this I'll save ev- 
erything, as nothing should be 
wasted on the farm. I’ve never 
known of anything that will not 
be needed sooner or later on a 
good farm, I’m going to protect 
my fields from washes, my woods 
from fire, my wild game from hu- 
man dogs, save every particle of 
my home-grown fertilizer possible, 
can or preserve all my surplus 
fruits and vegetables and save ev- 
ery penny that it is possible for 
me to save, My THIRD resolution 
is to make my farm a going propo- 
sition and self-sustaining, 1 know 
that we farmers can have too much 
or too little of anything raised or 
kept on the farm, I’m going to 
balance my affairs so there will 
not be too much or too little if it 
is in my power, IT expect to make 
a survey of my place and make up 
a list of what the farm should car- 
ry and then see to it that I have 
those things, I’m going to have 
the right number of cows, hogs, 
chickens, turkeys and mules. I’m 
going to figure out just how much 
I'll need of such erops as velvet 
beans, peas, syrup and potatoes, 
atid then T’ll make my plang to 
produce fully as much as I will 
need. If my old “modelling ‘T’ 
ear” runs at all it must be balance- 
ed up and all parts working. And 
T want my farm just as evenly bal- 
anced up as my old car, In other 
words, I expect to do a lot of 
thinking before 1 do any work at 
all and all my work is to be in 
support of my best judgment as a 
farmer. My FOURTH resolution 
is to keep books on everything 1 
do. Sallie has always kept books 
jon her affairs and she makes mon- 
ey, but I’ve never tried keeping 
books myself. Sallie has agreed 
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you run your rows Bast and West 
and that you plant on the South 
side of a high bed. If this is prop- 
erly done it will save your plants 
from being injured by a cold North 
wind, Be sure to plant only enough 
of cach crop to supply your home 
needs, and then you can plant 
again in a few weeks, Sallie plants 
something in her garden every 


month,

The farmer who waits until 
Spring to break hig land is gener- 
ally just as late in gathering and 
even later in paying’ his debts, Let 
me prevail on you to start your 
plows now, If you have not done 


so, get them out today and put 


them to turning the soil. You can- 
not prepare your soil too well, The

If you wait too late, the decayed 
matter does your crop no good but 
it docs help to make a good crop 
of late grass. It is my suggestion 
that you break your lands early, 
close and deep. I believe it would 
pay us to break it the second time 
if we could. Our two-horse plow 
started to turning dirt on the see. 
ond day of January and it has not 
lost a day since. We expect to 
keep that team going all the time 
until our land js thoroughly brok- 
en, The third mule ig still hauling 
free fertilizer from the woods, Tom 
is breaking a bull yearling and if 
he works all right we are going 


to use him to pull our corn drop- 


per, We are getting things ready 
to make the biggest crop that we 
have ever made. T believe we are 


going to get enough leaves and 
trash to go under all our corn crop, 
Sallie still contends that we will 


never be able to use all the velvet 


beans we are going to make, I 
have never sold any beang and I 
will be able to say the same thing 
this time next year, but we will 
not be overstocked on beans, You
